Danitia tlio last session of the 
Counoil a uioaanro "was prcBsod upon 
tho notice of Govornmont by the 
City Members which hud for its 
object, thu introduction of a system of 
drawbacks upon imported goods, sold 
to leave,' tho Colony; Tbo measure 
proposed to allow merchants to re- 
move consign moots from bond on 
payment of tho customs' duties, and 
npon it being satisfactorily shown to 
tho Collector that portions of those 
consignments (in invoices of not lens 
than 8250 in value) had been sold for 
export, tho money paid for duties 
•would bo refunded. To provent fraud 
a system of chocks was propoaod to 
be introduced, and heavy security ro- 
qnired from tho party selling tho 
goods that they would not bo again 
ro-landod within the jurisdiction of 
tho Colony. It was argued with 
much force that tho mercantile in- 
terests of tho Colony had suffered 
throQgh tlio abrogation of tho Free 
Port, whioh drovo the foreign trade, 
then juat beginning to assume groat 
importance and to become a source of 
profit to thoao engaged in it. Is 
cwas laimed, in rvlditfoni that the 
system of bonding s'.ill in force does 
not moot tne requirements of tho 
foreign trudo, inasmuch as goods can- 
not be shown properly at the bondod 
warehouse, and that to cornpleto an 
assorted invoico (which is most fro- 
quem ly demandod by foreign orders) 
a nujnbor of packages must ho re- 
moved from bond, and tho duties upon 
them paid, before tho order can bo 
filled. To tho pnymeufc of thoBo 
duties upon transferring the goods 
from the Government store to his 
own, the morchant does not objoctj 
but he quite justly asks that when 
he has disposed of a certain portion of 
them he may produco at tho Custom- 
house his certificates and security, and 
aBk for a refund of the duties paid up- 
on the amount to bo exported. The ob- 
ject sought to bo attained by the ini-. 
position of duties is to protect tbo pro- 
ducts and wares of tho local producor 
and manufacturer from unfavorable 
competition with goods from abroad 
and to provido a rovonuo for tbo 
support of Govornmont. .Now, if no 
imported goods are disposed of for 
wear or consumption within the 
Colony unless tboy have first paid tho 
duties, it iollows that Government is 
enriched to tho amount of those 
duties, and that the Colonial producor 
is proteoted from foreign competition 
in local markets. By a drawback- 
system with proper chocks, therefore, 
it will be observed that no injuBlico 
can possibly bo infiioted upon either 
Government or individual*, and the 
Colony would undoubtedly be a heavy 
gainer from tho increased prosperity 
of its moroantilo men and the impetus 
given to trade generalh/ by tlio fro- 
qucnt presunco in our midst of buyers 
from abroad. Tho Free Pert systom 
would thus be shorn of Ub only ob- 
jeotionnble foaturof, and tardy justice 
would bo done the sufferers by its 
abrogation. Tho proposition was do-, 
featod in consequence of the opposition 
of official mombersj.wlio urged the ex- 
cessivo poverty of the Colonial ex« 
chequer as an oxcubo for their course, 
whioh wo think wo have shown was 
shortsighted, To-day tho caso is differ- 
ent. If we can roly upon certain scnri» 
official stnteraonts mndo prior to tho 
Into selection, tho Government, at the 
eod of the current fiscal year, should 
find itsolf noarly or quiio eolfxsustain- 
ing, and tho cxcuhq which hold good

The Mayor also road a report from a 
medical gentleman of this city, ahowiDg the 
advantage of vaccination. From this report, 
it appears, that during tho existouca of the 
disease amongst us, out of the cases coming 
under the care ol the physician referred to all 
persons properly vaccinated, sixteen in num- 
ber recove;ed, while of those not vaccinated, 
thrae in Dumber all died, Tuo Mayor further 
suggested the propiiety of preventing 
trading vessels arriviog in our Port comiag 
into the innur harbor without being in> 
spooled. 

On motion, the Council accepted the 
offer of the Mayor to aot as Health Offioer 
(free of charge], and if possible to oarry out 
the suggestion made. 

On motion, it was ordored that the sums 

• promised to grade Pandora, Fisguard. and 
Blanchard streetu be collected as soon as 
practicable, that the work may bo oora- 

' ruanced without delay. 

The attention of the Council was oalled to 
tho dangerous stote of tho svest sidewalk on 
Government street, betwee.i Fori and James 
Boy Bridgo, and tho owners of property 
fronting tho same ahoald be notified to make 
the ropairs needed.

Burrard Inlet. — The lumber business in 
- thie section of the Colony is progressing 

• steadily. At Moody & Go's mill the ship 
. Wm Chandler is loading, and will take away 

. 600 M feet of eawn lumber the Guynquil will 

• take 250 M feet ; and tbe Top Gallant, lately 
arrived, and the largest ship ever in those 
watcrp, will take on board something like 
one million feet of lumber. The proprietors 

• of the mill aro adding to their present spa- 
oioug establishment a reading room and li- 
brary, and a hall to be devotod to the purposes 
of a Masonic Lodge. Tho neat little homes 
of the employes, on tho heights above tbe 
mill buildings, look quite picturesque, and give 

t tho site the appearance of a villuge. Those 
connected with tho mill, about ono hundred 
and City persons all told, are well oared for. 
There are probably 300 or 400 peisons 
on the Inlet connected with the two mills, 
(Stamp's and Moody's), and Mr Rogers' log- 
ging camp, which is situated near the mouth 
Tho road from New Westminster, over 
which there i« daily communication, by 
means of a well-appointed Btago, is in a bad 
condition. Breaks often occnr in the traffic 
at this season. Mr Pears?, who left New 
Westminster yesterday morning to survey 
Biles for further projected building improve* 
ments, will no doubt soo tin necessity of 
representing tho state of tbe Burrard Inlet 

' joad, in order that it may bo placed in the 
condition its importance demands. 

Whaling. — By a letter received from Mr 
Lorrimcr, of the Dawson Whaling Company, 
news has been recoivod of tho capturo ol 
another fine fi=h. It was killed last Thurs- 
day, but was not finally aeoured until tho 
following dBy, as tho follow sank upon being 
■hot. On Friday ho was lound on tho nur« 
faco dead, aud towed eight ruiloa into Saan- 
ish, which consumed the whole day. Uunug 
lb/> fino weuther next summer, it will make 
an interesting and exciting pleasure excur- 
sion to tho whaiing .ground, and sea a fish 
killed. 



The New Kootenay Gold Minks.— Mr 
Johnston tbe Kootonay expteesman, has given 
us the following intelligence, which confirms 
tho former reports recoivod of these now 
mines, obtained byway of Portland, and 
Walla Walla. His news is a month lator. 
Mr Johnston left Kootenay on tho 28th of 
October, crossed the Shepherd Mountains on 
tho 1st inst. during a heavy snow storm, ex. 
porioncing rough weather all the trip. On 
the Fort Hopo mountains the snow was four 
and five feet deep. The weather during the 
past season was fine ; tho first raiu of 
autumn fell on the 22d alt] baling the first 
siniio the 2nd of July. Tho cscitomont 
oonspquent on the now discovery continued 
to strengthen and to gain confidence in the 
minds of all the parties inteiested in gold 
mining operations. Perry Creok (no nnmed 
from one of its discoverers) paid good wa»es 
up to the departure of our informant, and tho 
diggings, it was believed, would last two 
seasons, giving remunerative wages to lour 
or five Hundred men. Goods in the district 
aro ?earoe, and prices of course ruled high ; 
flour was selling at $25 per hundred lbs on 
the Creek ut latest dates ; beef had not ad- 
vanced beyond 20 or 25 oents per pound, 
owing to the large atock of catllo in camp, 
and another drove on the way in for Buck- 
ley & Co : H. B. Co's liquors were in de- 
mand, for the reason that the euppl v was lim- 
ited and but little prospect exists of getting 
any forwarded during tho winter. That a 
a largo amount of traffic would aocrue to 
this C!ooy next season is certain, were the 
roads from the Fraser in good order, but na 
thoy are at present, no inducements are held 
out to Kootenay merchants to purchase in 
Victoria, there buinc no certainty of getting 
supplies thtough bofore the end of July by 
the Fort Hope route with Bafety. It is gen 
orally admitted that goods could bo purchased 
in this oily cheaper than at P.-irtlantl 
Wulla W'ullfl, with the exoeptiou of such 
articles as Ibur ami cattle, and tho»o will 
continue to arrive from tho American side 
ol tho line. Our Government should be alive 
to tho opening of meuus of communica- 
tion, as the merchants ou tbe Walla Walla 
route as well as the Steamboat Co., intend 
nmking a much better trail to Kootenay 
from tbe Pen d'Oreillo, than at present 
exists. Already five or six thousand dollars 
have been subscribod towards that purpose 
and those people are not slow to take ad 
vantugo of an investment which promises so 
goodly a remuneration. Tho election for the 
Kootenay district was to have taken place 
on the 29th ol October ; a lively contest was 
expected, as more than one candidate had 
offered. Mr JnoTrulch wns spoken of, but M 
Galbraiih, wno it appears favor* Confedera- 
tion, was likely to be selected. Jadgo 
O'Reilly would remain on Wild Horse Creek 
until after the election, nnd would return by 
way of Osoyoos and Kamloops to Yale 
Ou Rock Creek the weather was vory cold 
so that with the exception of tho Bed Rock 
Flumo Co., very little mining was being 
done. In our next and subsequent issues, we 
shall be able to give more particulars with 
reference to Perry Creok and the present 
and proposed new and improved routes 
thilhor. We may add ihat t several private 
letters received b«rc, Rpeiik encouragingly 
of noxt season's prospects in tho now dig> 
gings. ^ 

Letters have been received from mer 
chants in the earthquake-smitten city (San 
Francisco) by protninoDt individuals hero, 
expressing the terrified state of mind into 
which tho writers have been thrown by tbo 
first and subsequent Bhoek-, and requesting 
information as to the udvantnges this Colony 
and Puget Sound have lo offer for tho in- 
vestment of capital in mercantile and indus- 
trial pursuits, The writers state that rather 
than sutler the horror of another shock like 
that through which they had just passed, 
tbey will sell out at a sucrifieo and invest in a 
country like that bord^rin^ on Puget Sound 
where terra jirma is not subject to such 
throes. And therein they oliow their excellent 
sense. If there ba any iu this community 
still dissatisfied with their prospects, wo rec- 
ommend to them a visit to San Francisco, or 
a peiusal of ono of ihese letters. Either will 
prove an excellent remedy for a fit of the 

bluet'.'

Street jugglers and mountebanks 
abound in Canton, and in fact every 
Chinese city. They also trnvel from place 
to place throughout the country, display- 
ug their feats and picking up a few coins 
here and there. As a general thing their 
joggling feats do not amount to a great 
deal, yet some of them ure very clever, 
and would creato fully as much of a the- 
atrical furore in tho United Stales as did 
tho Japanese performers. Sword swal- 
lowing and stone eating appear to he the 
commonest feats, and operators of this 
description can bo seen in almost every 
street. One fellow, however, performed 
a number of feats in front of our hotel 
n'hich demnnded from mo more than 
passing notice. Ho stationed himself in 
tho centre of the street, and having blown 
a blast upon a buglo to givo warning that 
ho wus about to begin his entertainment, 
ho took a small lemon or orungo troo, 
which was covered with fruit, and balanced 
it upon his hend. lie theu blew a sort of 
chirruping whistle, wheu immediately a 
number of rice birds came from every dir- 
ection and settled upon the boughs of tho 
hush he balanced or fluttered about his 
head. ITo then took a cup in his hand 
and began to rattle some seeds in it, when 
tho birds disappeared. Taking a small 
bamboo tube, he next took tho seeds and 
putting one in it blew it at one of the 
fruit, when it opened, and out flew one of 
the birds, which fluttered about the circle 
surrounding the performer. Ho continued 
to shoot his seeds at tlm oranges until 
nearly a dozen birds were released. Ho

TIIK lUnOi'KAN SITUATION AS PEKN IN VIENNA.

The discussions which have been going on 
for soma time in the foreign press relative to 
questions connected with the gcueral situa- 
iiou of Europe have naturally found an echo 
in that of Auslria. This ompire, by its geo- 
graphical situation, is too directly interested 
in tlio solution of the great problems at 
prtaont in agitation lor tho organs cl public 
opinion to keep mlouce or ubFerve an equivo- 
cal neutrality. In consulting the generality 
of the views emitted by thojournals of ihiu 
capital and the principal towus of the 
monarchy, no ono con help being conviueed 
that tho prevailing desire is in lavor of pence; 
to adopt a policy of conciliation, to respect 
treaties, to keep engagements contracted, to 
avoid as much ns possible all dispute with 
neighboring Powers, is what tho genoral 
feeling in Austria demands of tho govern- 
ment, and tho latter seems to entertain the 
snmo sentiments. What occupies the minds 
of all, more thin foreign affairs, is constitu- 
tional development at home. This work is 
long and laborious, it is acccmpaniod by 
shocks and agitations which are always pro- 
duced when a Stale is being thoroughly jo- 
generated and reformed. Seen from a dis- 
tance, this movement ossumes still more 
formidable proportions. Perhaps this is the 
reason why so much hesitating solici'.uda is 
exhibited abroad, ana especially in Northern 
Germany, on behalf of tho younp institutions 
of this monarchy; these apprehensions aro 
certainly sincere, but huppily also thoy are 
needless." 



To Make Cows Give Milk — A writer 
who says that his cow gives all the milk 
that is wnnted in a family of eight per-

Tho 
amount of this drink is un ordinary pail- 
ful each timo, morning, noon and night. 
Your animal will theu do her best at dis- 
counting tho lacteal. Pour hundfed 
pounds of butter aro often obtained" from 
good stock, smd instances are mentioned 
where tho yield wus given at a higher 
figure."
